Calgary Detective Shoots When 
Menaced With Pistol 

An inquest into the death of Charles 
Grummey, 20 years old, of Saskatoon, 
killed by a bullet from a revolver in 
the hands of Detective Samuel Pat- 
terson, City police, during a police in- 
vestigation into the movements of an 
alleged gang of dope peddles in a lo- 
cal hotel in. the early hours of Tues- 
daf morning, will be conducted by Dr. 
George R. Johnson, coroner, in Arm- 
strong funeral home at 8 o’clock this 
evening. 

The only dope so far discovered by 
the police was in the heel of one of 
the dead man’s shoes. There a small 
glass tube, broken was found. ‘The 
liquid contents of the tube were soak- 
ed into the leather of the shoe at the 
time and although no definite proof 
has been established, police are of the 
opinion that the liquid wes a narcotic. 
Seven men and one woman are under 
arrest following investigations. 

During the investigations into the 
movements of this alleged gang, the 
detective, with his partner, Detective 
Thomas Cassie, went to @ local hotel 
where Grummy had registered as C. 
Gray of Regina. Several suspects were 
under observation and three had al- 


miseed lightly.

States) However, the proposal to turn 
the much faméd gun-less and fort-less 
boundary into a border line bristling 
with rifles and machine guns has been 
developed sufficiently to figure in a 
conference between the American au- 
thorities and the Canadian Minister 
in Washington. Moreover the vitriol- 
ic attacks by Senator Borah and oth- 
ers on the failure to enforce the dry 
law have stirred enfocement heads to 
attempt even more spectacular, if not 
more effective measures of control. ' 
If the new patrol is used chiefly as 
n land body or operates in fast motor 
»oats such as now used along the St. 
Claire and Detroit rivers, there will 
be no requirement to negotiate. with 
the Dominion for a revision. of the 
Rush-Bagot treaty. But the presence 
of armed force on one side of the 
boundary miay be ‘prolific of ‘serious 
international incidents, disturbing to 
the cordial relations which have exist- 
ed so long. There will be an ever- 
present danger of innocent Canadians 
falling victims to indiscriminate fir- 
ing. U.-.S. dry agents have establish- 


ed an unenviable record in th2 prom-|~ 


iscuous use of high powered weapons. | 
It is not so long’ ago since a’ bullet | 
fired by a dry official out on the De- 
troit River entered the home of a pri- 
vate citizen in Windsor, narrowly 
missing one of the occupants. Under 
the circumstances, the threat of inter- 
national complications is not to be dis- 


‘The news correspondent in Wash- 
ington has gone to some pains to look 
up government records dealing with 
the trail of fatalities which follows 
he enforcement of probition. He 
finds that from the beginning of 1929 
up to the middle of October 263 deaths 
resulted through enforcement activit- 
ies. He also finds that the number of 
instances of death caused inadvertent- 
ly by the tripping or stumbling of 
prohibition agents, or by shots aimed 
at the tires of car and hitting the driv- 
er, is amazing. 

So long as this warfare is confined 
to United States soil, it is a matter 
for the American citizen to deal with, 
Once it becomes transferred to for- 
eign soil the situation is of foreign 
concern. Recent incidents on the high 
seas are not conductive of building up 
confidence that care and discretion 
will always be observed by armed en- 
forcement officials. There has been 
a marked tendency to fire first and 
investigate later. A burning zeal to 
establish ‘‘cases’’ at any cost may be 
a fruitful source of trouble later on.

What we Did 
100 Years Ago 


; How far we have traveled in our 
ideas of right was well exemplified by 
a ttle item included in dates in Can- 
ada’s history that appeared on this 
page yesterday. , It read—‘‘1802—A 
negro male slave, eighteen years old, 
stout and healthy, ‘‘having had small- 
pox’’ was offered for sale at Niagara, |’ 
It was announced the terms would be 
easy and that cash or new lands 
would be received in payment.’’ It 
probably was a surprise to most read- 
ers that slavery. was not only tolerat- 
ed but practised in Canada only a lit- 
tle over a hundred years ago. 

‘<Unele Tom’s Cabin’’ has built up 
in many minds a picture of the dom. 
inion as a land of freedom for slaves 
escaping from United States, The ci- 
vil war in the republic, of course, did 
not come for many years, and Canada 
was much like other countries in ac- 
cepting the practice. A different spir- 
it was growing, however, and in 1807, 
the British parliament passed a bill 
providing for the abolition of the 
slave trade in British territories. This 

* was the successful conclusion of a ser- 
ies of efforts in the British house 
covering the previous twenty years. 
This act was habitually violated as 
the traders knew if they were suc- 
cessful in one out of three trips, they 
would make money. A further en- 
actment, in 1811, making the traffic | 
in slaves a febony punishable with 
transportation finally ended the trade | 
in British territories. 

The movement was spreading over 
the world, but it is remarkable to note 
that exdwtly one hundred years ago 
the following item appeared in the 
Ohristian Guardian of the issue Jan- 


vary 9, 1930: ‘‘The slave ship Fame 
of Cadiz arrived at Havana from the 
coast of Africa; landed three thous- 
avd sick slaves after having lost six 
hundred sleves and sixty of her crew 
on her passage from Africa. Condi-
